Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see applicant's remark, filed 04/23/2009, with respect to 
claims 1-19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103 rejections 
of claims 1-19 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: see 
applicant's remark filed on 04/23/2009. The examiner agrees that prior arts do not 
show the claimed "subtracting means which subtract said frequency domain 
components from said plural sub-carrier signal components to be input to said inverse 
Fourier transform part, thereby suppressing the peak component of the transmitting 
output". 

Claim 1 and its dependent claims are allowable under 35 USC 101 because it is 
an apparatus claim. 

Claim 9 and its dependent claims are allowable under 35 USC 101 because it is 
a method claim involving a transformation of signals to be transmitted.
